Mint of the United States at Philadelphia, 
January 28, 1888 


Dear Sir 


In answer to the letter of the Director of the 25th ultimo. I have the honor to state that 
whilst the company seems to be consolidated, the bars appear to be from the original refineries. 
About July the invoices came here marked Chicago & Aurora and the bars were marked 
“Chicago & Aurora S. & R. Co.” and in that way we entered them in our books. Lately we have 
noticed in the centre of the stamp “Chicago Works” on one kind of bars & “Aurora Works” on 
the other kind. As the bars are entirely different in appearance & size and formerly in quality. 
The “Chicago” were often not receivable and whole, invoices had been returned. The “Aurora” 
bars have always been about the best bars recd. here. To distinguish them and as they are from 
different refineries we have lately entered them on our books, in the name of the refineries or 
works. If this is unsatisfactory please let us know.
